Veal 
was ont armed and the she was fired 
without warning. Hocker fled In a 
spring wagon, carrying a loaded shot¬ 
gun. and was pursued by Veal's broth¬ 
ers, Neighbors of VeaJ spent the night 
•scouring the country for the negro with 
the intention of lynching him if they 
had caught him.

Frankfort, Ky., May 9.—[Special ]— 
The State Board of Control for Chari¬ 
table Institutions at a meeting held 
here to-day announced appointments at 
the Institutions under It as follows: 

Dr. Lewis H. Mulligan, of Lexington, 
to be superintendent of the Central 
Asylum for Insane, at Lakeland, suc¬ 
ceeding Dr. M. H. Yeaman, resigned. 

Dr. J. W. Stephenson, of Todd coun¬ 
ty, to be superintendent of the West¬ 
ern Asylum for Insane, at Hopkins¬ 
ville, succeeding Dr. Milton H. Board, 
resigned. 

Dr. Alexander Bailey, of Franklin 
county, to be superintendent of State 
Institution for Feeble-Minded Persons, 
at Frankfort, succeeding Dr. J. W. 
Hill, resigned. 

The new’ superintendents named have 
all had experience In the management 
of State Institutions. Dr. Mulligan, the 
new superintendent at Lakeland, Is a 
son of Judge James H. Mulligan, of 
Lexington. He has been first assistant 
physician at the Lexington Asylum for 
seven years past, and for some weeks 
in charge of the Feeble-Minded Insti¬ 
tution here. 

Dr. Stephenson, the now* superintend¬ 
ent at Hopkinsville, has been first as¬ 
sistant physician at Lakeland for three 
years. Before that time he was sec¬ 
ond assistant physician at Hopkinsville. 

Dr. Alexander Bailey has been first 
assistant physician at Hopkinsville for 
three years, and before that time wai 
second assistant physician at Lakeland. 
He has been acting superintendent at 
Hopkinsville for several months. 

The promotion of these men to hlgh r 
positions leaves several vacancies In 


thirty-six pages of printed matter, giv¬ 
ing In a general w’ay the duties of each 
class of employes. Probably the most 
important regulation Is that governing 
the treatment of the unfortunates who 
are djrectly under care of the attend¬ 
ants. On this subject the board writes 
as fellows: 

This board will hold that no occasion 
can over arise which will Justify gn at¬ 
tendant In striking a patient. Self-defense 
will make no exception to this rule. 
Whenever on attendant shall strike a pa¬ 
tient under any circumstance It shall be 
the duty of the superintendent to dis¬ 
charge such attendant Just as soon as he 
has knowledge of the fact, it shall fur¬ 
thermore be the duty of the superintend¬ 
ent to cause a record of the fact to be 
made In his office and to submit such rec¬ 
ord to the Board of Control at Its next 
monthly meeting. He shall furthermore 
report the name of the attendant and the 
circumstance to the County Attorney of 
the county In w’hlch the Institution Is lo¬ 
cated and shall assist said official In ob¬ 
taining whatever evidence he may desire 
In the case. Under no circumstances Is an 
attendant who strikes a patient to be 
ever again employed In that institution or 
any Institution under the control of this 
board. In all their Intercourse with the 
patients the attendants are to treat them 
with respect and civility; are to address 
them In a mild and gentle tone of voice, 
and are to avoid violence and rudeness of 
all kinds. All civil questions are to be 
promptly answered. All reasonable re¬ 
quests are to be promptly attended to. 
Thev are to keep cool under every prov¬ 
ocation. are never to scold or threaten, 
and are to avoid dictating authoritatively. 
• « • 

Other Rules For Asylums. 


Other interesting new rules laid down 
for officials and employes of the sev¬ 
eral institutions are a* follows: 

The patients are allowed to communi¬ 
cate with this board or with any member 
thereof without restriction. They are also 
allowed to make complaint of wrongs, 
real or Imaginary. In person to members 
of this board, to the superintendent, to 
the assistant physicians having them In 
charge, and to the supervisors. Any em¬ 
ploye who shall punish or apeak harshly 
to one of them for so doing shall be Im¬ 
mediately discharged. 

When friends or relatives are permitted 
by the superintendent to visit patients the 
latter shall be at liberty’ to hold private 
conversation with them. 

The superintendent shall not absent 
himself from the Institution at any time 
for more than two days without permis¬ 
sion from the Board of Control. All other 
officials who desire a leave of absence for 
more days must present same in writing 
to the Board of Control, approved by the 
superintendent. No official other than the 
superintendent shal. be permitted to leave 
the institution for a less time than tw'o 
days without the permission of the su¬ 
perintendent. and no employe shall be 
permitted to leave the Institution at any 
time without obtaining the permission of 
the superintendent.

In a preamble to the printed by¬ 
laws and regulations is the following 
paragraph: "It is made our duty under 
the law to appoint for each insane 
asylum under our control a medical 
superintendent, a first, second and third 
assistant physician and a steward; and 
for the institution for feebleminded 
children a medical superintendent and 
a steward. In these respective Insti¬ 
tutions the authority and responsibil¬ 
ity of their management and control Is 
vested In the superintendent by law. 
and It will be the policy of this board to 
empower him with all the rights pos¬ 
sible under the law’ for the manage¬ 
ment and government of the Institution 
of w’hlch he Is the head, and to hold 
him responsible for a wise, economic 
and humane management thereof. To 
this end the Board of Control, while 
establishing these rules and regula¬ 
tions, together with such others as they 
may from time to time deem proper, 
will expect the superintendent to, at hla 
pleasure, make such other rules not in¬ 
consistent with law as in his Judgment 
are necessary for the proper manage¬ 
ment of the institution. In brief, that 
proper discipline may exist in each in¬ 
stitution. the authority of the superin¬ 
tendent must be respected both by all 
subordinate officials and by the em¬ 
ployes, and the Board of Control will 
lose no opportunity to strengthen the 
hands of the superintendent, erpectlng 
at all times of him a tactful and not a 
tyrannical management on his part of 
those who are subordinate to him."

Must Not Strike Patients. 

Th: U.-s a;*: 


Upon the assistant physicians rest 
chiefly the responsibility of the medical 
and physical care of the patients In their 
charge. They must appreciate this re¬ 
sponsibility and measure up to It. for the 
work In which they are engaged is vital, 
and for Its faithful and Intelligent per¬ 
formance the eleemosynary institutions of 
the State were erented and are main¬ 
tained. The assistant physicians are pri¬ 
marily medical officers. They should con¬ 
fine themselves to this work, and while 
avoiding mixing their duties with those 
of their fellows, stand ready at all times 
by counsel and otherwise to assist and 
relieve their associate*. Restraining ap¬ 
paratus shall not be applied In any case 
without the express direction of one of 
the physicians stipulating the length of 
time It is to he used, and every detail of 
care and treatment necessary to he ob¬ 
served. and no unusual restraint shall bo 
applied except In the presence of one of 
tne physicians. Restraining apparatus 
tfhal! not be kept upon the wards, but 
shall, Immediately after being used, be 
returned to the supervisor. 

TRAIN SUDDENLY -- 

LEFT THE RAILS 


WOMAN KILLED IN C., B. AND Q 
WRECK NEAR CHICAGO. 


ENGINEER IN THE DARK AS TO 
CAUSE OF ACCIDENT. 


TRACK IS BADLY TORN UP. 


Chicago, May 9.—One woman w*as 
killed und three score other persons 
were Injured to-day In a wreck on the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail¬ 
road In the southwestern part of the 
city. The woman whose life was lost 
was Mrs. Mary Miller, widow’ of Thom¬ 
as Miller, formerly freight traffic man. 
eger of the Burlington road. 

Fully forty passengers wtye injured 
slightly. The cause of the accident is 
not known, but It la believed to have 
been the spreading of the rails. 

The train was approaching Chicago 
at the rate of forty miles an hour, when 
the locomotive suddenly left the rails, 
ran along the track for seventy-five feet 
and tihen rolled down a slight embank¬ 
ment, carrying with it the first pas¬ 
senger coach. The other cars left 
the rails, but did not go down the 
bank, ns the engine and first coach 
had fallen in such a w’ay that they 
acted as a prop for the cars in the 
rear. None of the passengers In the 
first coach escaped injury of some sort. 
Many of them were only slightly cut 
by glass and splinters, but all of them 
were thrown violently to the floor. 

Immediately after the accident the 
wreckage of the forward car burst Into 
flames, but these were promptly ex¬ 
tinguished by the members of a nearby 
company of the fire department. 

Engineer Newlands of the wrecked 
train, who was badly scalded, and 
severely cut about the head, remained 
about the train assisting In the rescue 
w’ork until all of the passengers had 
been taken aw’ay. He declared he was 
absolutely in the dark as to the cause 
of the accident. 

"£ was looking out on the left of the 
engine," he said, "when suddenly it 
tipped over on the other aide and rolled 
down the bank. Tho track was abso¬ 
lutely clear, as far as I could see. and 
something must nave happened under 
the engine. There was nothing in the 
range of my eyesight that could have 
brought about the disaster." 

The accident delayed traffic on the 
Burlington road about two hours, as 
the track was so badly torn up that 
It could not be used until repairs had 
been made. 

BOASTED 0F*HEALTH, 
GASPED AND DIED 


IOWA PIONEER JOCULARLY RE¬ 
FERS TO HIS HEALTHFULNESS 
AND SUDDENLY EXPIRES. 


Des Moines. Ia., May 9.—“I am sixty- 
five, but sound as a dollar and good 
for at lea»t eigfaty-flve.’’ With the 
sound of his own voice still lingering 
on his lips. James Hadfleld. a pioneer 
of Polk county, testifying as a wit¬ 
ness In a civil action, gave a sudden 
gasp, slipped forward on the chair and 
dropped to the floor dead of heart dis¬ 
ease. 

Apparently Hadfleld was In the best 
of health. He was answering the usual 
question as to age. put to a witness, 
when he Jocularly boasted of tho future.

Lexington, Ky., May 9 —[Special.]— 
Robert Hocker. a negro who murdered 
Newton Veal, a prominent farmer of 
this county, this afternoon, is fleeing 
through the country In a spring w’agon 
to-night with a shotgun, the weapon 
with which he committed his bloody 
deed, gripped between his knees, while 
the two brothers of the murdered man, 
heavily armed, are hot on his trail, ai*J 
If they overtake him there $111 be no 
need of Judge or Jury in the case. 

Officers from this city are guarding 
the roads on wiiich the negro is ex¬ 
pected to pass, and If they capture him 
there is danger that he will be lynched 
by Indignant farmers before he can be 
landed In Jail here. 

Newion Veal, the victim, was one of 
the best-known young farmers in the 
eastern end of the county. He tvas 
about thirty-five years old and lived 
with his brothers, Tom and Warren, 
with their aged mother, about six miles 
from this city and five miles from 
Athens, near the Junction of the Todd's 

Mills and Walnut Hill pikes. 

• • • 

Trouble Over Wages. 

The negro had worked on the Veal 
farm for several years. Last w'eek he 
had some trouble with his employers 
over the settlement of his wages, and 
left, saying that the next time they had 
a settlement It wodld be In the pub’.lo 
road and not on the Veal place. About 
5 o’clock this afternoon he drove up 
to the farmnouse In. a spring wagon, 
and. stopping in the road, called to 
Newton Veal, who, with his tw’o broth¬ 
ers, w’as whitewashing a barn, and 
asked him to come out there. Mr. Veal 
walked out to the fence, being In his 
shirt sleeves and totally unarmed. A* 
he approached the wagon In which the 
negro was sitting, the latter suddenly 
snatched up a shotgun which lay in the 
bottom of the wage^n. and without word 
of warning fired point blank at Mr. 
Veal. The heavy charge of shot entered 
his breast Just under the right shoulder 
and the stricken man fell to the ground 

and died almost Instantly. 

• • • 

Brothers Ann Themselves. 

The negro then quickly turned the 
wagon In which he w’as sitting, and, 
whipping the horse into a gallop, dis¬ 
appeared In the direction of the Tate’s 
creek pike. Tom and Warren Veal 
hurried to the side of their brother and 
found him already dead. As soon as 
they could take his body to the house 
they armed themselves with shotguns 
and pistols, and. getting In a buggy, 
to which a fleet horse was hitched, 
started at full speed on the track of 
the murderer. A negro several miles 
away reported this evening that he had 
met Hocker on the road a short time 
before, and stated that the negro w’as 
sitting In the spring wagon with the 
gun between his knees, and whipping 
the galloping horse at every Jump. He 
said that the Veal brothonr soon came 
along In hot pursuit, and that they 
were not more than half a mile behind 
the fugitive.

His Second Homicide. 

Meanwhile the news of the tragedy 
had reached this city, and a number 
erf Deputy Sheriffs, detectives and 
mounted policemen w’ent out the Tate 
creek pike and other roads leading 
from the city which would Intersect 
the course of the murderer. The latter 
had formerly came from Mercer coun¬ 
ty, where. It Is said, he had killed a 
man several years ago, and a a the di¬ 
rection he took was in the direction 
of Nloholasaille, It is believed that he 
is trying to make his way back to his 

old haunts In Mercer.

DESTROY 2CO.OOO POUNDS CT 
FINE BURLEY TOBACCO. 


BLOODHOUNDS ON TRAIL 


Sanders, Ky.. May 9.—tSpecial.]—Un¬ 
known men. supposed to be In sym¬ 
pathy with the Tobacco Growers’ Or¬ 
ganization, to-night burned the large 
tobacco barn belonging to W. A. Shir¬ 
ley. destroying 200,000 pounds of the 
finest grade of hurley tobacco. Blood¬ 
hounds, have been sent for and will be 
put on the trail as soon as they can 
be secured, and It is hoped that some 
trace of the Incendiaries can be se¬ 
cured in this way. Mr. Shirley allowed 
no one to go on the stde of the bam In 
w’hlch the fire started, so that the 
tracks could be kept separate from oth¬ 
er*. 

Mr. Shirley has been buying tobacco 
for the trust and has acted as the rep¬ 
resentative of the trust in Carroll coun¬ 
ty. He thinks he incurred the enmity 
of the other growers for this reason, 
and also from the fact that he declined 
to go Into tho association pool. The 
tobacco burned here to-night did not 
belong to the trust. Tt was owned by 
Mr. Shirley, w’ho bought It from vari¬ 
ous planters and was rehandling It for 
the market. He has conducted a re* 
handling house here for some time. 

The fire was discovered shortly be¬ 
fore 8 o’clock to-night, and when first 
seen the blaze was In the middle of 
the bam, w’hlch was packed to Its 
capacity with tobacco. Nothing could 
be done to atop the fire and the peo¬ 
ple of the town simply stood by and 
watched the fire, helpless to do any¬ 
thing to check It. As soon as he saw 
the fire Mr. Shirley began trying to 
get bloodhounds, calling up Louisville 
and Lexington, and be hopes to get 
one from tho latter place. 

Someone in tho depot, near the bam, 
heard a man running from the bam 
only a few’ minutes before the fire w*as 
seen, but it was too dark to see him 
and he could not be Identified. 

Mr. Shirley recently lost his store 
here by fire, w’hlch destroyed it one 
Sunday afternoon, along with several 
other buildings. The loss on the to¬ 
bacco bam will bo about $30,000. Th's 
Is the first time that the torch has been 
used In the Burley district since the 
fight began there for control of the crop 
and to boost prices. 


Lexington, Ky.. May 9.—[Special.]— 
A street car coming In South Broadway 
from the Southern depot got beyond 
| the control of the motorman In coming 
j down the hill, after crossing High

and, dashing down the incline, struck 
| with a terrific crash the C. and O. p*s- 
i senger train from Louisville, which was 
1 crossing Broadway at Water street. The 
accommodation, baggage and mail car 
of the passenger train was knocked 
over on frts side, the street car was 
smashed like an egg shell, the motor- 
man killed, and a score of its passen¬ 
gers injured.

SARAH BERNHARDT 

VERY MUCH ALIVE. 


Paris, May 9 —The rumor of the death 
of Sarah Bernhardt, circulated to-day 
In the United States. Is quite without 
foundation. Mme. Bernhardt is in ex¬ 
cellent health and this evening she ap- 
p-rued upon thekrtege as usual. 


The crash of the collision could be 
heard half a mile away, and among 
the first rescuers to reach the scene 
were officers from the police station, 
which was less than a block distant. 
The street car had contained nearly 
fifty people, the seat* as well as the 
aisles and rear platform being packed 
with passengers, many of whom had 
Just come In on the Southern trains 
from Louisville and Cincinnati, which 
arrived about 11 o’clock. When the offi¬ 
cers reached the scene they found the 
street car piled In a splintered heap 
beneath which were a score or more 
of shrieking and struggling men and 
women and children. With the aid of 
railroad employes and an army of vol¬ 
unteers the debris was soon pulled 
away, and the Injured passengers hur* 
rled to their homes and the hospitals. 
Many of the passengers were rendered 
temporarily unconscious by the shock, 
but beyond severe bruises and a few 
broken llnnbs, none of the imperiled 
person* was seriously Injured except 

the luckless motorman.

Baby Under Wreckage. 

While the rescuers were working des¬ 
perately they could hear the pitiful 
wall of a child, £nd, peering through 
the wreck, could see a baby boy about 
two years old at the bottom of the 
mass of debris, and It was feared he 
was terribly crushed. When the heav¬ 
ier Umbers wore re m oved, however. It 
was found that the child was safely 
ensronced In an open space under the 
ruins, and he was soon taken out with¬ 
out a scratch. The child was the son 
of Mrs. Penntngton. one of the pas¬ 
sengers, who was knocked unconscious 
by the collision.

WILL RESUME HARGIS

Ky., May 9.—[Special.]— 
j Information came to the State Prison 
Commission to-day that John Shotwell, 
of Whitley county, a paroled prison** 
from the penitentiary here since March 
7 lost, and who had been ordered bach 
for violation of parole, had shot and 
seriously wounded Sheriff M. B. Crolej 
and Zeb Ward, a deputy, yesterday aft. 
ernoon while resisting arrest. 

The news came to Commissions] 
Brown In a telegram from Capt. C. W 
Longmire, a guard at the prison here 
who had been sent as arresting offlcel 
to bring back the prisoner. Details oi 
the shooting could not be obtained ex* 
cept by telephone. County Judge R. C 
Browning, of Whitley county, tele* 
phoned that Shotwell is still at large 
I and requested that the Governor offei 
a reward for his apprehension and re¬ 
turn to the prison. He expressed th« 
belief that Shotwell will not now b< 
taken alive.

Boy Aids Desperate Man. 

The shooting took place at the horn* 
of Shotwell, about ten miles out in thi 
county from Corbin. When Capt. Long, 
mire reached Corbin he was advised t< 
let the Sheriff and a deputy go alont 

to the house, it being feared that Shot- 
well would recognize the guard and re¬ 
fuse to surrender. When the Sherifi 
and deputy reached the Shotwell hom« 
and told him of the purpose of theli 
visit, ho declared, according to Judgt 
Browning, that he would not be take* 
back to prison. They took hold of hln; 
and had him down on tho floor about 
to place the handcuffs on him when * 
boy. aged about thirteen years, whfl 
was In the room, struck the Sheriff ob 
the head with an iron poker or shovel 
flooring him and giving Shotwell an 
opportunity to draw his pistol and 
shoot both officers. Shotwell’s wifi 
and brother-in-law were In the hous< 
at the time, but It is not known hert 
whether they took part in the fight 
Shotwell fled Into the mountains aftei 

shooting the officers.

KING FORD WANTED BADLY. 


Lexington, Ky.. May 9.—[Special.]— 
The Deputy Sheriffs who have been 
scouring Scott county for two days In 
the task of summoning 300 special 
veniremen to act as Jurors In the trial 
of James Hargis for the murder of 
James Cockrlll returned to-night and 
reported their task completed. The 300 
special men will report In the Circuit 
Iftourt here to-morrow morning at 9 
o’clock when the effort to secure a Jury 
for the trial of Hargis will be resumed 
where It was left off Tuesday. 

The defense ha* had summonses Is¬ 
sued for about forty witnesses, but few 
of them will arrive here until next 
week, os It Is conceded that the Com¬ 
monwealth will not finish Its side of the 
case before the last of next week. 

O. H. Pollard, of counsel for the de¬ 
fense. said to-night that Curt Jett and 
Tom White would probably be brought 
here again from the Frankfort peniten¬ 
tiary to be used as witnesses for the 
defense. A telegram has been sent to 
New York In an effort to bring back 
King Ford, who testified at the Britton 
trial whh Judge Hargis In the upper 
room of the Hargis store at the time 
of the shooting of Cockrlll. as his tes¬ 
timony Is very essential to the accused. 
A number <rf character witnesses from 
Leslie, Perry county and Breathitt have 
also been summoned. 

Alex Hargis stated to-night that bond 
would be executed for Britton before 
the end of the week. When bond Is 
given for Britton In the case here for 
the murder of Cockrlll, the bond of $10.- 
000 In the case set for trial at 8ondy 
Hook for the murder of Dr. Cox will 
also be given and Britton may for a 
time go free for the first time In over 
three years. It Is not believed that ho 
will be arrested at this time on the 
Virginia case against him. _ 


Within a few week* after he had 
been allowed to return to his hbme and 
family rumors reached th* prison offi¬ 
cials here that he had been misbehav¬ 
ing and that he had threatened thi 
lives of certain lawyers and officials o| 
the court In w«hlch he was tried and 
convlcited. Investigation proved thes< 
stories to be oorrert and on May 7 thi 
Prison Commission entered an order 
that he be returned to the prison fo; 
further service. This order was kept 
from the public until Shotwell should 
be placed under arrest and Oapt. C. 
W. Longmire. of the Btate prison force, 
was directed to go to Whitley county 
end take him Into custody. It Is the 
first time that the present commission¬ 
ers have had to avail themselves of tha 
provisions of the parole law as to 
taking paroled men into custody, and 
they were apprehensive chht Shotwell 
would not tamely submit to It aft^r 

enjoying a few weeks’ freedom.

Prominent Men Ask Parols. 

The papers presented to the Stat« 
Commission, and upon which the pa 
role of Shotwell was granted, are rath¬ 
er voluminous for such a case. Promi¬ 
nent among those recommending thi 
parole appears the name of Judge Thos 
Z. Morrow, of Somerset, who presided 
a* Circuit Judge upon the trial of th« 
prisoner In the lower court He ex¬ 
pressed the belief that Shotwell w hj 
nn "honest, upright man" and that h« 
"acted under strong provocation" Id 
committing the crime for which he wai 
sentenced to the penitentiary. Anothei 
signer of the petition w^as M. B. Jones 
sheriff, and another Judge R. C 
Browning, the County Judge, whi 
wrote on espechtJly urgent letter ti 
the commission In the matter.

reached level ground. Just as it struck 
the level grade, however, the C. and

great to be controlled and. with the 
brave motommn tugging desperately 
at the brake, the car struck the cross¬ 
ing train and was smashed to splinters 
before but few of the passengers could 
make an effort to escape.

One Man Jumps. 


Charles Wllmot, of Lexington, who 
was riding on the rear platform of 
the street car, saw the collision and 
Jumped Just before the crash, escaping 
uninjured. All of the passengers and 
the conductor were thrown to the floor, 
but many of them regained their feet 
as soon as the shock was over and 
found themselves uninjured. 

Investigation after the accident show¬ 
ed that the motorman had realized 
that the car was beyond his control, 
and had released the sand under the 
wheels, on which he ground desperately 
in a frantic effort to stop the impetus, 
and had reversed the current on the 


whole street car had been smashed to 
smithereens, and even as. far away as 
I was I could see people being thrown 
for distances of four or live feet. I 
then ran to the scene of the wreck 
and found everything in a horrible 
shape. Women were lying on the 
streets covered with debris and glass 
and with their faces and bodies bloody. 
Men were unconscious, some of them 
being even more seriously hurt than 
the women. One man was walking 
around in a dazed manner unconscious, 
and some had already been taken to 
the buildings near the scene.**

The young man's father, also 
being Injured, both were taken to Mr. 
Ml Award's home. where they found tem¬ 
porary shelter, and their Injuries giv¬ 
en attention. Father and son had com* 
here to meet Trainer George Kelsey 
with a view to buying somo horses. 
Both of them, whtle seriously injured, 
are not in any danger. 

Miss BUa Bently. who is employed at 
Miss Wreon's millinery store, had gone 
to the Q. and C. depot to meet her 
sister. Mrs. B. G. Pennington, of Dan¬ 
ville. Ill., with her baby. Morgan Bently 
Pennington, who was coming fbr a vis¬ 
it to her mother, and the three were 
on the fated car. Mis* Bently's arm 
was broken and she was badly bruised.

NEARLY EIGHTY MILLIONS BE¬ 
SIDES TO MAKE UP. 


According to a statement made by 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior Wil¬ 
son more than 93,000 pensions have 
been passed upon by the Pension Bu¬ 
reau under the McCumber service pen¬ 
sion act. There have been about 330.000 
applications and the bureau is grinding 
them out at the rate of 1,600 a day. The 
clerical work Involved In disposing of 
the applications already filed will re¬ 
quire about six months. 

Officials believe that 70.000 more up- 
plications will be filed during the nfext 
year. Ninety-nine per cent, of the sol¬ 
diers who have applied for pensions 
under the recent act were already on 
the pension rolls. In other words, out 
of the grand total only 3.300 soldiers 
were not (^rawing pensions under some 
old pension law. when the McCumber 
statute was enacted. 

Mr. Wilson says this statement Is a 
great surprise, as the department had 
believed that at least 40,000 soldiers 
not on the rolls would apply, and esti¬ 
mates of appropriations were made on 
that basis.

New' York, May 9—The San Fran¬ 
cisco conflagration of April, 1908. swept 
away not only every dollar of profit 
previously made by the Insurance com¬ 
panies out of underwriting since 1860, 
but cost them $79,708,174 besides, ac¬ 
cording to a statement made by Presi¬ 
dent G. W. BurcheH, of the National 
Board of Underwriters. in the annual 
meeting of that organization here to¬ 
day. 

President Burchell said that carefully 
compiled figures showed the total prop¬ 
erty loss by the catastrophe to have 
been in round numbers $360,000,000. Th© 
loss to 243 Insurance companies was 
$175,508,530, and in addition to this there 
was a targe amount of reinsurance in 
foreign companies which would make 
the total loss to Insurance companies 
throughout the worid between $220,000,- 
000 and $225,000,000. Only twenty com¬ 
panies, and a number of these after¬ 
ward resumed, are reported to havo 
suspended after the San Francisco fire. 

President Burchell said the year 1906 
was the most disastrous In the history 
of fire Insurance. The underwriting bal¬ 
ance sheet for the year, marine and fire 
branches together, showed a loss of 
ov^r $114,000,000.

We find 
that the two drug* most specifically 
regulated are sold indiscriminately and 
actually In some cases by mere boys. 
No attempt at keeping track of the 
purchaser, labelling or physicians' pre¬ 
scriptions can be found in the stores. 
Cocaine and abortives are the drugs 
I referred to, and the former Is the 
only one on the abuse of which a license 
can be revoked."

An In¬ 
spector was here three weeks ago and 
found that all sorts of Irregularities 
existed In the Paducah drug trade. C.

Senator Charles Dick, chairman of the

ELEVEN JURORS 
IN THE BOX 


But No One of Them Has 
Been Finally Accepted. 


Good Progress On First Day 
of Haywood Trial. 


Wide Latitude Allowed In 
Questioning Talesmen. 


STATE’S BIG WITNESS LIST. 


Bodse, Idaho. May 9.—William D. 
Haywood, first of the alleged partici¬ 
pants in the avenging conspiracy by 
which, it is averred, the assassination 
of Frank Stenenberg was plotted and 
executed, was pLaced upon trial for his 
life to-day. Counsel for tihe State 
and the prisoner entered at once in a 
business-like way upon the examina¬ 
tion of prospective Jurors, and kept 
steadily at the task for five hours. 

No Juror was finally accepted but 
substantial progress was made and the 
indications at the close of the session 
were that a Jury could be obtained 
by the end of next week. The opening 
of the trial went through to its con¬ 
clusion in quiet harmony, unmarked 
by unusual incident. Its striking fea¬ 
ture was the entire absence of crowds 
or demonstration in any form. At no 
time, morning or afternoon, was the 
court room more than half filled, and 
the streets forming the courthouse 
square contained not a single loiterer. 

The case was halted shortly before 6 
o’clock by the exhaustion of the Jury 
panel and adjournment was taken until 
Monday morning. Meantime the sheriff 
will summon a special venire of 100 
men. The elerven mein under examina¬ 
tion. but not yet finally accepted or 
rejected, were locked up and will be 

closely guarded. I 

• • • 

Haywood Shows No Emotion. 


Haywood was brought to tho court 
room at 10 o’clock In the morning. He 
found his family In a line of chairs to 
the right of his seat, and In front were 
all of his counsel. He took practically 
no part In the selection of Jurors, and 
seems content to leave the matter en¬ 
tirely In the hands of his lawyers. Hay¬ 
wood gave no signs of any feeling or 
emotion, but sat quietly throughout the 
day. Mrs. Haywood and the older 
daughter stood the ordeal apparently 
well, but ’the younger children cried 
after the examination of talesmen be¬ 
gan. Mrs. Haywood and her children 
did not attend the afternoon session. 

The questioning of the defense took a 
much wider range than that of the 
State, and Its most striking feature 
dealt with the possible effect upon the 
minds and attitudes of Jurors of the 
letter of President Roosevelt in calling 
Haywood and his associates "undesir¬ 
able citizens/* the speeches In Idaho 
of Secretary Taft; the message of Gov. 
Gooding to the Legislature of Idaho; 
the speech in Boise of Senator Heyburn, 
and the action of the Idaho Legislature 
in passing a resolution appropriating 
money for the prosecution of the three 
prisoners. 

• • • 

Wide Bang© of Questions. 


Mr. Richardson, who conducted the 
examination of the talesmen, was also 
particular to ascertain their attitude 
toward Socialists and members of la¬ 
bor organizations, and whether they 
could give them a fair trial. He was 
also anxious to know if they had any 
professional, personal, fraternal, re¬ 
ligious or political affiliations with any 
of the counsel for the State; any con¬ 
nection w’ith detective agencies; any 
experience in the pursuit or prosecu¬ 
tion of criminals, or were members of 
the Mine Owners’ Association. Rich¬ 
ardson also asked if they had con¬ 
tributed to any fund for the prosecu¬ 
tion of the prisoners; If they were mem¬ 
bers of the Citizens' Alliance; if they 
remembered the old labor troubles In 
Idaho, and If they had taken sides In 
the labor troubles at any time. A re¬ 
markable feature of this examination 
was that all of the talesmen questioned 
by the defense swore that they had 
not been influenced by the letter of 
President Roosevelt or the spechs of 
othr officials of the National or State 
Governments, and a majority of them 

said they were Republicans. 

• • • 

The State's Questions. 


The chief concern of the counsel tor 
the State In the examination of tales¬ 
men as Indicated by their questions, 
was tholr attitude toward circumstan¬ 
tial evidence; the absence of the accus¬ 
ed from the State when the crime was 
committed; the effect of the manner in 
which the prisoner and his companions 
were brought to Idaho; view of the 
talesmen toward the death penalty for 
murder in the first degree, and toward 
unkm labor. They questioned 
each talesman as to his acquaintance 
with the murdered Governor, with a 
view to disclosing friendship or enmity. 
Their examination brought out the fact 
tilmt certain labor and Socialistic pa¬ 
pers are being distributed free of 
charge in parts of Ada county. 

The custom of the Idaho courts in 
selecting Juries for criminal cases Is to 
call twelve talesmen to the Jury box 
and to keep the box full by Immediate¬ 
ly filling any vacamcles that occur. Th* 
State first conducts a complete exami¬ 
nation that continues until twelve men 
have been passed, when the body of 
talesmen pass to the defense for exam¬ 
ination. The State passed twelve men 
early this nfternoon and the general 
examination Is in the hands of the de¬ 
fense. Of these eleven men remaining 
in the box at the close of to-day's ses¬ 


sion only three have been passed by 
both sides. The)*’ have not been finally 
accepted and sworn aird are still sub¬ 
ject to preemptory challenge. 

They are A. L. Ewing, a carpenter 
and veteran of the Civil War; William 
Van Omsdale, a gi*ocer of Boise, and 
Samuel D. Gilman, a farmer, who lives 
in the country ten miles from Boise. 
Gilman served In the Philippines with 
the Idaho volunteers. Unddr the law 
as recently amended each side has ten 
peremptory' challenges. 

• • • 

Wide Latitude. 

Judge Wood announced that he in¬ 
tended to give both sides a wide lati¬ 
tude in the examination of talesmen. 
He also showed a willingness to grant 
challenges where there seemed any rea¬ 
sonable objection to the attitude of the 
talesmen, and In the one contest of the 
day he ruled with the defense, which 
had challenged the talesman and w'as 
resisted by the State. 

The State to-day filed a supplement¬ 
ary list of 161 witnesses who are to be 
called to testify against Haywood. 
Moyer or Pettibone, and Mr. Hawley 
announced that additional names would 
be filed later. The list includes former 
Gov. Peabody, of Colorado, and his 
daughter, Mias Cora Peabody; Charles 
Sweeney, mine owner, of Spokane; 
Detective James McPartland, Steve 
Adams, Mrs. Steve Adams. Bulkley 
Wells, Adjutant General of Colorado; 
A. E. Carlton, president, and C. C. 
Hamlin, secretary of the Mine Owners’ 
Association, of Cripple Creek; Julian 
Stounenberg. son of the dead Govern¬ 
or; a number of residents of Cald¬ 
well and Coeur d’Alene, officials of 
Idaho and Colorado and several detect¬ 
ives in the employ of the Pinkerton 
and Thiel agencies.

In various 
ways they have succeeded in prevent¬ 
ing me from publishing my book, ’The 
Horse in Kentucky.’ Ultimately this 
would have worked a great injustice on 
my Kentucky creditors.

DISCRIMINATION. 


The Union Men's Complaint 
Against Street Railway. 


INTIMATE STRIKE AND SEND 
FOR ANOTHER ORGANIZER. 


COMPANY’S OFFICIALS SAY ALL 
EMPLOYES TREATED ALIKE. 


•ALL CANT GET BEST RUNS.” 


According to O. S. Scott, business* 
agent of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes, 
local 451. there Is danger of another strike 
of tlie street car motormen and conduc¬ 
tors unless alleged discriminations 
against the union men on the part of the 
I-oulsville Railway CVwnpany officials and 
alleged violations of the agreements en¬ 
tered Into by the company and employes 
after the strike In March are stopped. 
Mr. Scott charges that union men are 
being discharged without cause, and that 
they are also being discriminated against. 
He said yesterday that the situation had 
become so acute that unless conditions 
are changed the men wril1 walk out again 
and telegraphed to W. D. Mahon, presi¬ 
dent of the union, to send an organizer 
here at once to settle the trouble If possi¬ 
ble. He received a reply from R. L. 
Reeves, member of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the union, saying that a man 
would be sent. Mr. Scott expects that 
the organizer will arrive here some time 
to-day and said that an all-night meeting 
of the members of the local union will 
probably be held to-night In Germania 
Hall to discuss the matter. 

TO the charges tliat the officials of the 
oonipany were practicing discrimination 
against the union men and were violat¬ 
ing the agreement J. T. Funk, superin¬ 
tendent of the company, entered unquali¬ 
fied denial lost night. 

"There Is absolutely no truth In the 
charges," said Mr. Funk, "and I never 
heard of any complaints until I .saw 
statements to that effect in the newspa¬ 
pers. We are living up to the agreement 
precisely, and Intend to do so. If there 
are any violations of the agreement they 
ore on the part of the union men. I 
have given instructions to all my subordi¬ 
nates to see that the agreement Is carried 
out to the letter." 

• • • 

Square Deal For All Men. 


To the charge that union men had been 
discharged without Just cause, and be¬ 
cause they were union men, Mr. Funk 
said that he always heard charge* against 
the €«mployes and acted regardless of 
whether they were members of the union 
or not, and that in several instances be 
had discharged nonunion men. "It doesn’t 
make any difference In the hearing of the 
chargee," continued Mr. Funk, "whether 
a man belongs to the union or not. I al¬ 
ways Judge according to his guilt or In¬ 
nocence." 

Mr. Funk went on to explain that the 
making out of a schedule that would suit 
every employe was Impossible, and that, 
of course, some men had to get better po¬ 
sitions than others. He said that he had 
had a committee of union men working 
wit h Jacob Fish back, his assistant, on the 
scliedules, trying to arrange them so tliat 
every man would get us good a run ns 
possible. 

"We try to give every man a full day's 
run. ’ snld he, "neither too long nor too 
short, und to give no man a run shorter 
than ten hours. We are now employing 
m extra men and there Is a great deal 
of extra work now on account of the 
opening of the puJblJc and private parks 
and the races. It la almost impossible to 
arrange things Just a* you w*ould llk»* 
them when you are employing 1,100 men. 
v% e have three classes** of runs— th 
* t ™«bt early run. vrhere a man goes on 
w|lth the first cars and gets off about 3 
o clock In the afternoon; the swing run. 
where he runs a car in the early morn¬ 
ing rush hours and again in the early 
evening rush hours, and the straight Late 
run. Where he runs a car from 1 o'clock 
In the afternoon until 12 o’clock at night. 
I nder this schedule it is difficult to ar¬ 
range things to suit everyone, but we are 
doing our beet to live up to the agree¬ 
ment." 

• * • 

Preference For Nonunion Men. 


Mr. Scott, the representative of the 
union men. nald that ten men had been 
laid off by the railroad company without 
cause since Monday, and that when they 
applied to Mr. Funk for reinstatement 
they ’were simply laughed at" or told to 
go to the barn bosses. He said that non¬ 
union mm were being given the best rune 
and that when there was extra work the 
non-union men were always given the 
preference. He said that a union conduc¬ 
tor and a nonunion motorman became in¬ 
volved In a quarrel the other day and that 
both were suspended, but that the union 
man ms discharged upon tri.U. while the 
nonunion man was given his place back 
Mr. Scott said that the nonunion maii 
was at fault. On the other hand, It Is 
claimed by the nonunion man that he was 
assaulted by the union man. and It Is 
claimed by some that union men conspire 
to provo kenoneunion men into fights and 
other trouble. 


CAKES AND ROSES 


Handed Out To Strike Break¬ 
ers Along the Line. 


A FEW STONES AND BRICKS 
ALSO SHIED AT CARS. 


NO BLOODSHED YESTERDAY IN 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


NOT MANY ARRESTS MADE 


Ban Francisco, May 9.—Roses and 
carnations. Instead of brickbats and 
cobblestones were features of to-day's 
run of two cars of the United Railroad*, 
manned by twenty strike-break© re, 
from the car barns at Oak and Brod¬ 
erick streets for a distance of three or 
four miles through the business and 
residence section of the Western addi¬ 
tion. Stirred to admiration by the cour¬ 
age of unarmed strike-breakers In op¬ 
erating the two cars in the mob-crowd¬ 
ed thoroughfares, women along the 
route stood on doorsteps or leaned from 
windows and waved handkerchiefs, 
clapped their hands, cheered and threw’ 
klH.se8 to the nonunionlsts as the police- 
protected care ran slowly by. On the 
return trip, on Sacramento street, near 
Presidio avenue, a young girl ran out 
from a florist's shop and tossed a hand¬ 
ful of bright red, long-stemmed carna¬ 
tions to the platform of one of the cars. 
Lifting their caps and smiling, several 
of the men leaned far out and caught 
the flowera The cars were halted then, 
while young women brought clusters of 
carnations and roses from the shop and 
offered them to the men. 

From a bakery shop In the neighbor¬ 
hood a stout woman ca/me hurrying 
breathlessly, her hands full of small 
cakes hot from the oven.* They were 
devoured in a twinkling by the uni¬ 
formed recipients, and she ran back to 
her shop and brought more. 

• • • 

Not All Flowers. 


But th© afternoon’s trip was not all 
cakes and flowers. A taunting. Jeering, 
howling crowd of more than 1,000 strik¬ 
ers and strike sympathizers Jog-trotted 
for blocks along the sidewalks, reviling 
the airmen, yelling frenzied threats to 
"get them yet," crying "Murderers! 
Cowards!" and "Scabs!" Now and then 
a stone or brick was thrown, but the 
guilty man—or boy—hidden in the re¬ 
cesses of th© mob, escaped detection In¬ 
variably. 

Though no shooting waa witnessed by 
the police or the company officials or 
newspaper men who accompanied the 
cars on their run. one of the motormen 
declared after the ret uni to the bam 
that a shot hod been fired from the 
sidewalk on Devlsldero street, between 
Golden Gate avenue and McAllister. In 
proof of his statement he pointed to a 
clean-cut hole in one of th© ventilator 
window* of his car. 

The programme for to-morrow is to 
run two cars through a more danger¬ 
ous section of the city than the west¬ 
ern addition. In this event serious 
trouble Is anticipated. 

A nonunion man was arrested to¬ 
night by th© police on the charge of 
carrying a concealed w*eapon. 

Twelve of the nonunion operative who 
were arrested Tuesday for shooting 
made affidavits to-day that when taken 
to Jail they were severely beaten by the 
police and deprived of food, water and 
beds for twenty-four hours. 

Packing Workmen May Strike. 

Omaha, Neb.. May 9.—A committee 
representing 6,000 parking workmen in 
the South Omaha packing-houses to¬ 
day called on the managers of th© 
plants and asked for increased wages. 
A strike Is threatened if this Is not 
granted. The packers asked time to 
discuss the matter with the Chicago 
heads of the business. The workmen 
who are making the demands were 
granted an Increase only last Monday. 

Apprehension In Mexico. 

San Antonio, Tex., May 9.—A special 
from Orizaba. Mexico, says: The strike 
situation here has grown more acute. 
The number of strikers has been aug¬ 
mented, and now reaches nearly 12,000, 
and the tendency to violation Is more 
marked. The Federal forces and those 
of the Rurales have also been increased. 
All hope of immediate arbitration has 
been abandoned, and much apprehen- 
ision Is felt. 

Shoe Factory Shut Down. 

Portsmouth. O., May 9.—Because of 
a strike of stitchers, the Selby Shoe 
! Factory shut down to-day, throwing 
2,000 people out of employment. The 
stitchers demand an Increase In wages.

$60,000 IN BONDS 


GIVEN TO SOUTHERN BAPTIST 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


Gift Made To Permanent Endow¬ 
ment Fund By Theodore Har¬ 
ris, of Louisville. 


One Professor, However, A. Y. Du¬ 
buque, Resigns —PtoL M. Ehr¬ 
mann Favored As Successor. 


With $60,000 in bonds deposited with 
the financial board of the Southern Bap¬ 
tist Theological Seminary by Theodore 
Harris yesterday afternoon the permanent 
endowment fund of the institution now 
amounts to $646,000. which la $365,000 less 
than the heads of the Institution hope to 
have in 1909. In recognition of the gen¬ 
erous gift of Mr. Harris tho Board of 
Trustees of the seminary at the annual 
convention in Jamestowm, Va.. next 
Thursday will recommend that a chair, to 
be called the "Theodore Harris Chair," be 
endowed In his honor. 

Mr. Harris recently promised an en¬ 
dowment of $60,000 and yesterday after¬ 
noon he made the payment in bonds, 
bearing interest at 6 per cent., to Dr. E. 
Y. Mullins, president of the Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary. Dr. Mullins 
at once turned the bonds over to the 
financial board, of which George W. Nor¬ 
ton is chairman. The endowment fund 
was founded in order to get a sum of 
money, the Interest on which will be suffi¬ 
cient to defray the expenses of the pro¬ 
fessors. This permanent fund has swollen 
gradually and recently Mr. Harris’ en¬ 
dowment gave it o big rise. It Is tho pur¬ 
pose of tne institution to get the sum 
to a million dollars, however, and It Is 
their hope that they will have this sum 
In 1909, when the seminary will celebrate 
its fiftieth anniversary. 

At the convention next week Dr. Mul¬ 
lins will set a movement on foot to get 
the convention of 1909 in Louisville.

MEANS END OF 

THE “DRUG TRUST” 


DECREE ENTERED AGAINST AS¬ 
SOCIATION OF RETAILERS. 


PRACTICALLY ALL GOVERN¬ 
MENT ASKED FOR GRANTED. 


ONE CASE IS DISMISSED. 


Indianapolis, May 9.—[Special.]—A 
decree by agreement wa« entered in the 
Federal Court to-day in the case of the 
United States against the National As¬ 
sociation of Retail Druggists and oth¬ 
ers, commonly known os the suit 
against the "drug trust,*’ enjoining the 
defendants from the various acts of 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and 
commerce charged in the bill of com¬ 
plaint. All of the defendants agreed to 
th© decree with, the exception of W. 
D. Freeman, of Cincinnati, doing busi¬ 
ness as the Freeman perfume company, 
w'ho wna class ill* si In the bill of com¬ 
plaint as a member of the "Wholesale 
Contract Proprietors." The case against 
him was dismissed. 

Counsel for the complainant and for 
the defendants appeared before Judge 
A. B. Anderson this morning and 
Charles W. Miller, assistant counsel for 
the complainant, explained that all of 
the defendants with the exception of 
Freeman, were willing to come In and 
accept a decree. He asked that the ref¬ 
erence of the case to a Special Master, 
for the taking of evidence, be with¬ 
drawn. and that the case against Free¬ 
man be heard at once if possible. 

Judge Anderson said that it would 
be possible for him to hear the case at 
once, but Frank H. Freericks, of Cin¬ 
cinnati. counsel for Freeman, said that 
he wai not yet ready for a hearing of 
the caie. Mr. Miller then sold that the 
complainant was willing that the case 
against Freeman be dismissed, rather 
than cause additional delay to the other 
ninety-one defendants named in the 
complaint, who W’ere willing to accept a 
decree. 

"We think." added Mr. Miller, "that 
vwe will be able to take care of Mr. 
Freeman in another case." The case 
against Freeman was then dismissed 
and the decree was entered. 

This means an end of the "drug 
trust." as practically everything that 
the Government asked in the complaint 
Is granted by the decree. Then* Is a 
slight coincidence In the fact that the 
complaint was filed in the Federal 
Court Just one year ago to-day. A ten¬ 
tative agreement as to a decree had 
been reached by counsel for the com¬ 
plainant and counsel for all the defend¬ 
ants except nine last month, subject to 
the approval of a number of the clients. 
Since then there have been numerous 
conferences, and gradually all of the 
defendants, with the exception of Free¬ 
man. came in on the a greement.

But there has been 
e^cry evidence that he Is a candidate. He 
has acted precisely as a candidate is ex¬ 
pected to act. His maneuvering has been 
the maneuvering of a candidate. And 
When he broke loose with his 'conspiracy' 
charge, the correspondents that he had 
assembled to receive his disclosures left 
the White House convinced that Roose¬ 
velt, rather than Taft, was the man that 
he had in view for the nomination. 

*'It Is recalled that Mr. Roosevelt went 
to Philadelphia protesting that he would 
not accept a nomination for the office of 
Vice President, and announced that his 
purpose In attending the National Con 
vention' was to he&d off the movement 
to ‘bury* him. Yet no sooner was he at 
Philadelphia than, protesting that he 
would not accept, ho gave encouragement 
to the men that were organizing, direct¬ 
ing and stimulating the Roosevelt enthu¬ 
siasm. Actions, then, speak louder than 
words. 

"Yet it Is announced at Washington 
that Mr. Roosevelt purposes again to an¬ 
nounce that he will not be a candidate 
or accept a nomination. ‘History/ he is 
prodlted with saying in replying to a Mas¬ 
sachusetts delegation of third-term boom¬ 
ers, Would damn me as a liar/ And, 
above all things.

In a solemn way, and 
of his own volition, the President issued 
an edict from the White House In 
which ho declared that the term for 
which ho had 'been just elected he 
would consider a second term and not 
bo a candidate for a third. This he 
has repeated time and again. Then he 
brought out os a candidate his Secre¬ 
tary of War, Mr. Taft. Men are com¬ 
mitting themselves, making their ar¬ 
rangements Mr. Taft has his rights. 
Tho President could not under these 
circumstances accept a nomination 
without dishonor. 


be nidi and void. To make sure of the 
passage of good laws, which may not 
commend themselves to the Legislature, 
the Initiative is devised. This means 
that the people may cause a bill to 
be framed and send a itetltion to 
the Legislature asking that it be sub¬ 
mitted to a vote of the people, and if 
they approve It the bill becomes a law 
in all respects the same as if It had 
been regularly passed by the law-mak¬ 
ing body. 

The Initiative and Referendum have 
for many years prevailed in Switzer¬ 
land, where they have had their most 
comploie trial. They prevail in tho 
Confederation and In all the twenty- 
two Cantons, except Freiburg. Switzer¬ 
land, however, is a small country, a 
little more thair-one-Uhlrd the area of 
Kentucky, and the alleged success of 
the system there is not a guaranty 
that It would succeed in the United 
States, where conditions are altogether 
different. 

The Referendum has been variously 
applied, but generally It is optional. 
That is, a Law passed by the law¬ 
making body (whether called Congress. 
Legislature, Council or what not) gots 
into effect as a matter of course, un¬ 
less there is a petition signed by a 
specified number of voters, asking that 
it be submitted to popular vote. In 
the $>wiss Confederation it requires a 
request from eight Cantons, or a peti¬ 
tion from 30,000 voters, to put the Ref¬ 
erendum into operation. In the Can¬ 
tons the number of signers required 
Is. of course, less. 

In this country the Referendum la 
extensively used in the adoption of 
Constitutions, in the voting of taxes 
for Internal Improvements and the like, 
and In deoklilng the desires of munici¬ 
palities as to the sale of liquor. Its 
general application In a few instances 
is not considered practicable. 


Initiative and Referend um 
*T wish you would explain for the In¬ 
formation of myself and others whAt Is 
meant by the Initiative and referendum. 
You referred to the same in an editorial 
the other day. I have been reading your 
writlngg for twenty-five years, and I ask 
for the information In all seriousness and 
purely for tne sake of Information. Re¬

There are many who desire the di¬ 
rect participation of the people In leg¬ 
islation. for two leading purposes: To 
prevent the enactmenrt. of bad lows 
and to secure the passage of good ones. 
For the former purpose the Referen¬ 
dum Is recommended, and that means 
that before the law passed by the leg¬ 
islation, for tv^ leading purposes: to 
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The Irish Bill. 

It is significant that the bill relating 
to Ireland, introduced Tuesday Into the 
British House of Commons, is known 
as the Irish Bill and not the Irish Home 
Rule Bill. It gives to the Irish people 
a certain measure of larger control of 
their own affairs, but not autonomy. 
The vision of a Parliament of Ireland 
sitting In ’Dublin is not yet to be re¬ 
alized. The bill Is a complicated meas¬ 
ure, and the outlines only could be 
given In the statement maiAe by Mr. 
Blrrcll, Chief Secretary for Ireland 
who Introduced the bill. 

It proposes to establish for Ire 

land an Administration Council, to con 
* 

slst of elghty-two elected and twenty 
four nominated members. The Under 
Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant Is to 
be, ex officio, a member of the Council 
making 107 members in all. The elec¬ 
tive members are to be chosen under 
the Local Government Board franchise 
under which women and peers can vote. 
The appoint ed members ore to bo 
named the first year by the King and 
afterward by the Lord Lieutenant. The 
Council will have complete control of 
the eight departments intrusted to Its 
core, and will choose Its owm president 
But the Lord Lieutenant may reserve 
his consent to any results of the Coun¬ 
cil or the eight departments Intrusted 
to its core, Which seems a diplomatic 
way of saying ho will have an absolute 
veto. The departments which the Coun¬ 
cil will control are the Local Govern¬ 
ment Board, the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Congested District 'Board, 
Commissioners of Public Parks, Nation¬ 
al Education and Intermediate Educa¬ 
tion. Inspectors of the Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools and the Regis¬ 
trar General. The imperial authorities 
retain control of the Supreme Court of 
Judicature, the Royal Irish Constabu 
lary. the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
the Land Commission and the Prisons 
Board. The control of the constabulary 
and police and of Ih© Supreme Court 
w*as particularly desired by the Irish 
leaders, but this is denied by tho bill 
as Introduced. The Council will have 
the power to remove and appoint otn 
ccrs of the eight departments, but the 
rights of existing officers are to be pre¬ 
served. Precisely what this means Is 
not clear, for if the existing officers 
have a right to their offices, they can 
hardly be removed except for cause, 

Tills, then, is the substance of the 
control of their own affairs which the 
Irish Bill proposes to give to the people 
of Ireland. It stops far short of full 
Home Rule, but Is treated as an In¬ 
stallments There Is to be no Irish Par 
lJament. The Council will be an ad¬ 
ministrative and not a legislative Coun¬ 
cil. Members from Ireland will con¬ 
tinue to sit in the Parliament at West 
minster and Join in the legislation for 
England and Wales, Scotland, Ireland 
and the rest of the Empire. The Im¬ 
perial authorities will still control tho 
agencies for keeping order and the 
Judged of the Supreme Court. It is pro¬ 
vided, however, that there shall be no 
preference given to any religious de¬ 
nomination In appointments to office 
and that any British subject may bo 
Lord Lieutenant. 

However disappointing this measure 
may be to advocates of complete Home 
Rule, It must be remembered that 
there are difficulties in the way of 
passing an Id^al bill. The Liberal par¬ 
ty and the Home Rulers among the 
Irish and Labor men have a very large 
majority in the House of Commons. 
But the Liberals themselves are di¬ 
vided on Home Rule, and this bill 
seems Intended to win the support of 
those who are unalterably opposed to 
an Irish Parliament sitting at Dublin. 
Besides, the House of Lords is Tory by 
a unanimous majority. It has al¬ 
ready throwm out a Home Rule bill, 
and would do It again. Whether this 
bill will command its assent remains to 
be seen, but at all events* its chances 
to become a law are better than would 
be those of a bill creating a Parlia¬ 
ment at Dublin. It Is altogether prob¬ 
able that the bill makes tiie largest 

' I 


concession to Ireland which Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman thinks it now 
possible to push through. Of course, 
It Is liable to be amended before it can 
get through the two Houses of Par¬ 
liament, but the general nature of the 
proposition Is -here indicated. The Irish 
members will deliberate as to whether 
they will accept It as an Installment of 
wiiat they demand. In their decision 
they will no doubt be much influenced 
by their views as to whether this Is 
really a forward step in the direction 
of complete Home Rule. There Is the 
further question whether the present 
scheme is workable. The proposition 
to transfer to the Irish fund three 
and a half millions of dollars in addi¬ 
tion to tho present cost of the eight 
departments Is not wholly satisfactory, 
because the sum Is thought Inadequate. 
This, how-over. Is a matter of detail 
and it can be easily changed by amend¬ 
ment if the majority be satisfied that 
the amount is too small. At present the 
general features of the plan are main¬ 
ly of interest. 

At all events, it Is well that an 
other plan for improving affairs in 
Ireland is before Parliament. The 
whole subject of the wrongs of that 
distressful country will again attract 
the attention of mankind, and if the 
matter Is not now' settled, which seems 
impossible, at least a step, if a ahort 
one, may be taken in the right direc¬ 
tion. 


Kentucky and Indiana. 

The large delegation of Louisville 
“lUeads of Houses" returned to the 
city hist night from a two days’ busi¬ 
ness excursion through Southern and 
Western Indiana, which was marked by 
every gratifying feature of cordiality 
In their reception everywhere. The 
excursion p&rty w f as comprised of fifty 
or sixty representatives of the^prin- 
clpaj business firms of Louisville, be¬ 
sides prominent city officials and mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Trade and Com¬ 
mercial Club. Stoppages were made 
at all the principal towns along the 
route, where speeches were made and 
other expressions of good will were 
exchanged between the citizens of the 
two States. The part of Indiana 
traversed w r as settled largely by Ken¬ 
tuckians. and cordial relations have 
existed between the Hoosters and the 
Comcrackers, as they were known, 
respectively, In the early days, from 
th* capture of Vincennes from the 
British in 1779 by George Rogers Clark 
and his expedition from the Falls of 
the Ohio, Such historic memories as 
these and of the battle of Tippecanoe, 
In w'hich the blood of the two States 
mingled, were revived by the visit to 
Vincennes on the 7 th. 

Historic associations like these, 
strengthened by the strong social and 
business relations which have so long 
existed between the two States, have 
been an important factor in the growth 
of Louisville and in the reciprocal 
prosperity of jthe portion of Indiana 
which has such close trade relations 
with us. The several railroads which 
radiate from Louisville northward 
and westward through that State, 
coupled with the Ohio River, are chan¬ 
nels of commerce which mutually bene¬ 
fit both States. The business men of 
Louisville are entitled to great credit 
for theta* intelligent enterprise in so 
successfully promoting an organization 
with such reciprocal advantages.

As to shipping facilities, for which 
New Orleans once seemed to feel that it 
would be dependent upon Government 
vessels transferred,from New York to 
that port, this fear has all been dfisslpat 
ed. It Is now satisfactorily understood 
that it will have ample facilities for 
such service In the vessels of the fruit 
companies to start with, and In the serv¬ 
ice of other lines whan the demand war 
rants it. These considerations, cjupled 
with the much closer proximity of the 
city of Colon, the receiving port lor all 
supplies from Atlantic and Gulf cities, 
give confidence in the expectation that 
New Orleans will be the port, and the 
Mississippi Valley between the AUe 
ghany and Rocky mountains will be the 
chief source of supply, for all things 
needed in the construction of the canal 
as well as for the maintenance of »he 
laborers. 

The consequence of this la that the 
gloom which hoe so long oppressed the 
Crescent Citj has lifted and has been 
succeeded by rosy expectations and 
bright dreams of the future. It not only 
feels confident assurance that it will 
be a chief factor in the construction 
of the canal, but that, with Its comple 
tion. It will prove a practical extension 
of the Mississippi to the Pacific, on 
whose waters Its commerce will flow 
northward and westward, yielding 
posperity and growth similar to that 
realized by Seattle when it was awak. 
enod from its slumbers by the dis¬ 
covery of gold) in Alaska. And so, in¬ 
spired perhaps by the example 
of the same thrifty little city, 
tho enterprising citizens of the 
gulf city, with visions of the great 
benefits which will come to it from 
the completion of the canal, have set on 
foot a scheme for & grand exposition 
to commemorate the completion of the 
canal, the dote of which is fixed In 
their mind's eye, fur 1915. Let us hope 
that they will enjoy the fruition of all 
their hopes, for whatever of prosperity 
may come to them in the realization of 
their bright anticipations, will be shar. 
ed by all the twenty-two States the 
waters of which. In whoio or part, 
go to form tho great river at whose 
mouth the proud city will hold Its 
sway.

New Orleans Is Jubilant. 

The large delegation of commercial 
representatives of Now Orleans and 
other Mississippi Valley cities whion 
lately visited the Isthmus of Panama, 
with a view of establirtUng better busi¬ 
ness relations with the Canal Commis 
slon, has returned well pleased with 
the trip and Its results. While the 
movement was inaugurated chiefly 
with a view to promote the Interests of 
dealers in groceries and commissary 
supplies, It was made to conserve the 
Interests of all others dealing in sup¬ 
plies for canal construction. As report¬ 
ed in the New Orleans papers, the dele¬ 
gation was warmly welcomed by 
the authorities at Colon, on the 
Isthmus, and at Panama, and its 
complaints of the system of dis¬ 
crimination which has inured to 
the benefit of the New York dealers 
were patiently heard and fairlyVonsId- 
ored. So much so. Indeed, as to gain 
unqualified satisfaction to tive visitors. 

In fact. It was found that the Canal 
Commission had already Investigated 
the question and had decided upon a 
thorough reform In tho system of bids 
and purchases, which fully comported 
with Che sense of justice of the visitors. 
Heretofore, the purchasing department 
of the Commission had been under the 
direction of an agent, who arbitrarily, 
gave preference to New York dealers 
without subjecting them to competitive 
bids from New Orleans. This system 
has been radically changed as to all 
commissary supplies and groceries, and 
under the advice of the army officers 
of the Commission, purchases will 
hereafter be mode upon bids submitted 
to a board of armjy commissary offi¬ 
cers. who will award contracts for the 
supplies needed according to quality 
and price. 

Upon these conditions members of 
the visiting delegation have little doubt 
that New Orleans will at least get 
her full share of^ the business of sup¬ 
ply, and confident that her deal¬ 
ers will command the bulk of 
the trade. This confidence Is based 
upon several Important reasons. In the 
first place, New’ Orleans has long been 
the source of supply for commissary 
stores for various parts of the Central 
American and Isthmian States needed 
by large bodies of men engage! in rail¬ 
road construction and other labor, re¬ 
quiring the best system of refrigeration 
on shipboard, and they have no fear 
that they will not have similar success 
In the case orf the Isthmus. Because 
New York is not a tropical city, an idea 
has prevailed that It would have an ad¬ 
vantage over New Orleans in this re- 


Tlie French-Japanese Entente. 

Negotiations now in progress between 
France and Japan point to a now 
element for the preservation of peace 
in the Far East. As far as is knovfrn, 
the proposed pact Is to have two fea¬ 
tures suggestive of an alliance, but 
simply is to be an understanding 
mutually recognizing the political and 
commercial Interests of the two Powers 
in the territory stipulated. In n sense 
It may bo more than a recognition of 
interests; It may be, to some extent, a 
guarantee of those interests. For In¬ 
stance. France, realizing that her poa 
sessions In Indo-Chlna and Slam, as 
w-ell as her commercial position In the 
Orient, would bo vulnerable In the 
event of war, has in mind an arrange, 
ment with Japan whereby the latter 
will protect French Interests In return 
for complete recognition of Japanese 
rights in Korea and Formosa; but the 
principal effect of the understanding 
will bo to furnish one more weigh¬ 
ty factor In the maintenance of peace 
in a part of the world heretofore pe 
cullarly adapted to the role of battle¬ 
ground or the role of the bone of con¬ 
tention. 

As described by Foreign Minister 
Plchon, "tho purpose of the entente is 
to secure additional guarantees for the 
maintenance of peace In the Far East, 
being a logical continuation of France’s 
policy of concluding arrangements de 
signed to prevent complications wher¬ 
ever France has special Interest*." Yet, 
as another of the aerlos of agreements 
made In recent months by nations con¬ 
cerned in affairs of the Far East, this 
pact, alluded to as something so sim¬ 
ple, has marked significance. It strength, 
ens the general impression that for 
a while, at least, la/nd-gmbbing in that 
hegion Is at an end. Various natl ms, 
having taken what was lying exposed 
to their cupidity, are now r»ady to 
play "quits" for the time. They are 
willing for qach other to keep what 
they have, and so they "recognize" the 
existing rights of all. When they recog¬ 
nize these rights they are, lp effict, 
pledging themselves not to jioach mi 
anybody else's preserves. And so lr 
maintained the status quo. Those na 
tlons that failed to grab when grabbing 
was in style over there must now do 
without. By maintaining the status 
quo those who have plant themselves 
firmly In tho path and sav to those who 
have not, or having, want more: 

'This snatching of Oriental territory 
must cease; things must remain as 
they are." 

The Oriental situation will soon be 
controlled by a RussJan-Japanese un¬ 
derstanding, a British- Japanese under¬ 
standing, a British-Russian under¬ 
standing, a French -Russian alliance, a 
Brltlsh-French and a French-Japanes© 
understanding. It will be pretty gen¬ 
erally admitted that these form a 
rather pow'erful combination and are 
amply able to take care of Oriental 
matters, unless sheer complexity should 
prove a handteap. 

Germany's absence from the list is 
conspicuous, and the circumstance Is 
quite reasonably attributed to Great 
Britain’s successful diplomatic maneu¬ 
vering to Isolate the Kaiser's Govern¬ 
ment. The Brltlrii policy has been sys¬ 
tematically one calculated to check 
ambitions of Germany. By building 
up strong coalitions In the Far East 
and heading off any designs the Kaiser 
may have over there an <4 by establlsh-

fy Herbert J. Hagerman. w’hom the 
President appointed t» be G«>vernor of 
New Mexico, was invited by him to 
resign, and did so. The resignation 
was accepted and Hogerman turned 
over his office to the Territorial Sec¬ 
retary. J. W. Reynolds, who will hold 
it pending the arrival of the new Gov¬ 
ernor. 

This action by the President has cre¬ 
ated a good deal of feeling In New 
MerJco. Public meetings have been 
held in many places, and vigorous res¬ 
olutions adopted in favor of Ha ger¬ 
man. Of these the resolutions adopted 
at Albuquerque before the resignation 
was accepted may serve as a specimen. 
They set out chat the people in mass- 
meeting assembled think the Presi¬ 
dent's request for Hagerman's resigna¬ 
tion wias procured by baseless and un¬ 
just attacks on the Governor by his 
political enemies and the enemies of 
good government; that they fully be¬ 
lieve In his honesty and integrity, and 
that his whole purpose has been to 
give New' Mexico a clean government 
and a square deal. The action of W. 
H. Andrews, Delegate In Congress, and 
United States Attorney Llewellyn is 
severely condemned, and ft is inti¬ 
mated that the removal of the Govern 
or is in the Intere^te of grafters and 
corrupt politicians. Such sentiments 
are repeated by many of the newspa¬ 
pers orf the Territory. 

There fs, however, another faction 
in the Territory, and those who belong 
to It say that the Governor was cap¬ 
tured by men who bad schemes of their 
own to further, and that* his removal 
wu* h^tiflalble. So far as can be 
Judged, however, the majority of the 
people are with Hfctgerman, and it is 
openly Intimated that he was asked 
to resign In order to make a place for 
a "rough rider."

In a neat little volume the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency, prints "The History 
fcui Evidence of tho Passage of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln from Harrisburg, Penn., 
to Washington, D. C.. the 22 d and 23d of 
February, 1861." It consists of a letter 
from Allan Pinkerton, the founder of 
the Agency, who conducted the "pass¬ 
age," with corroborative letters from 
those who were Immediately engaged 
either as members of Mr. Lincoln’s 
party, or as Railway officials and tele¬ 
graph operators. Curiously enough Al¬ 
lan Pinkerton's part was challenged, 
whereupon the wily old Scot came up 
with the proof, which shows that he, 
and he alone, discovered the conspiracy 
to assassinate the newly elected Presi¬ 
dent as he passed through Baltimore, 
but by his skill and prudence com¬ 
pletely thwarted It. Allan Pinkerton 
long ago went to his account—perhaps 
the greatest detective tliat ever lived— 
but his two sons, William A. Pinkerton 
and Robert A. Pinkerton, survive, the 
Agency still standing at the head of Its 
line of business. 

Tho ©flection in Baltimore Tuesday 
■was described in advance as the most 
important in (the history of the city, 
as it meant the selection of a Mayor 
and Council wihich would control the 
expenditure of $20,000,COO In internal 
improvements, of $40,000,000 to be 
raised by taxation for other work and 
the conduct of the city for four years.

BENJAMIN’ DAY NOT HEARD OF 
FOB YEARS. 


UNDER ASSUMED NAME, OCCU¬

KILLED DISCHARGING DUTY.

W. H. Whittaker, general superintend¬ 
ent of the Indiana Reformatory at Jeffer¬ 
sonville. has received information that 
Benjamin Day. who escaped from tho In¬ 
stitution on September 22, 1904, had been 
killed in East Tennessee, but the reward 
of $50 offered for hls capture will not be 
withdrawn until it is definitely known that 
he Is dead. According to the information 
at hand Day was killed In a railroad camp 
while working for H. T. Spencer, a con¬ 
tractor. Spencer. It is said, did not know 
that Day was an escaped convJct and took 
such a liking to him that it is said he 
made him hls chief assistant, part of hls 
duties being to-collect rent. It is said that 
in a quarrel last August with a tenant 
Day was shot and instantly killed. 

At the Indiana Reformatory Day was 
known as Joseph Kelly and his number 
was 3469. Hls home was at Middletown, 
Henry county, Ind. He was convicted on 
the charge of stealing a horse from a 
hitching rack at Anderson. Madison coun¬ 
ty. and on a plea of guilty was given 
from one to fourteen years, arriving In 
Jeffersonville on August 23. 1901. He was 
paroled on March 7. 1903. and returned 
March 17. 1904, having more than twelve 
years to serve. He became sullen and 
watched an opportunity to escape, but 
this did not come until September *2, 1904. 

A car had been run Into the reformatory 
grounds to be loaded and Into this Day 
and George White, a convict from Stark 
county, crawled while a guard had hls 
back turned. The car was pulled up into 
the Pennsylvania yards and tho men got 
out. secreting themselves In a pile of 
crossties. Late that night Patrolman Os¬ 
car Johnson and Charles Anderson found 
Day and White at Watson, six miles out 
from Jeffersonville. The fugitives started 
to run and were fired upon several times, 
it being tho belief at the time Day was 
wounded, but ho managed to get away. 
While surrendered, and is still doing time. 

From the night of September 22. 1904, 
until yesterday nothing more was heard 
of Day. and he had practically been for¬ 
gotten until Information came in a round¬ 
about way that relatives had learned of 
his death. At the time he is said to have 
been killed he was going under the name 
of Davis and was burlod as such. Day 
had relatives living In Virginia, where tho 
family had once resldod. and they In some 
manner learned of hls death. The father 
was notified at Middletown. Ind.. that 
identification had been made complete, 
and the Rev. E. P. Day. a brother, passed 
through Jeffersonville Wednesday on hls 
way to East Tennessee to have the re¬ 
mains disinterred to be taken to Roanoke, 
Va.. for burial. At the time of hie escape 
Day was twen ty-three years old. 

CONSTRUCTING F AMI LY TREE. 

Edward 0. Hostettler Descendant of 
Early American Family. 

Edward O. Hostettler, of Charlestown, 
Ind., thirteen miles east of Jeffersonville, 
has begun the construction of a family 
tree, tho propagation of Which In till* 
country began in 1736, when Jac^ Hocn- 
atetler. who was a native of Switzerland, 
settled In Philadelphia with hls family, 
but Later moved West. His wife, a son 
and a daughter were killed by the In¬ 
dians. while Hochstetler and hls two sous. 
Joseph Hochs k etier and Christian Hoch- 
steUcr, were made prisoners und were 
kept In bondage for a long time. Joan 
Hochetetler, another son. escaped the 
savages by hiding at hls home. 

Christian Hochstetler, who became 
known as Christian Hofstedler, had one 
son. Adam HofetMler, who was born In 
1778 and on reaching manhood was mar¬ 
ried to Hannah Hardman. From the pair 
sprang the Indiana branch of the family 
which become known as Hostettler and 
was numerous. In hls researches E. O. 
Hostettler has found that offsprings of 


Christian Hoch ate tier were: David IIo#- 
tettler, who married Henrietta Floyd; 
Catherine Hostettler, who became the 
wife iff Jacob Henley; Elisabeth Hos¬ 
tettler. who married IMnlsl Bower; Dan¬ 
iel Howtottler, who married Margaret 
Weeks; John Hostettler, who married 
Catherine Huffstetter: Jacob Hostettler.

DEFECTIVE ONES FIXED UP BY 
THE CLERKS. 


SOME DAMAGING TESTIMONY. 


New York, May 9.—C. F. Carrington, 
a former erntploye ot the Interna tlrmol 
Policyholders' Committee, testified on 
the witness stand in Police Court to¬ 
day that George R. Scrugham, manager 
for the committee, instructed him and 
other employes to alter defective bailor 
sent to them In connection with tihe 
election of directors of the New York 
Life Insurance Company. He declared 
also that Scrugham had not forwarded 
to the New York Life tellers so-called 
•naduvlnlRtratlpn ballots" w*hlch fell into 
the hands of the Policyholders’ Com¬ 
mittee. ’’Scrugham told me that when 
any of the administration ballots feU 
into my hands there was no need ot 
sending toh<*n to the company," testi¬ 
fied Carrlnguon, ’’and he added Jocu¬ 
larly that I might send them upstairs 
to him, as he had some chloroform for 
them." Carrington’s testimony, was 
given after he had been promised by 
Assistant District Attorney Smyth that 
anything he testified u> would not be 
used against him. 

Tho testimony of Carrington 
given In Police Court when he, Scrug- 
ham and Charles Stirrup were ar¬ 
raigned on a charge of conspiracy In 
connection with the Now* York Life 
election. Stirrup also was an employe 
of the International Policyholders’ Com. 
rrrtttee. Carrington took the stand for 
the prosecution and testified to several 
cottversaltions between Scrugham and 
Stirrup and a representative of the 
District Attorney. He said that when 
the first ballots began to come in they 
were examined by clipping off a very 
small strip of the end of the envelope, 
after wihich the envelopes were care¬ 
fully reseeled. If defective ballots were 
found they were ‘’fixed up." He de¬ 
clared that this was done by Scrugham’s 
order. When there was plenty of time 
the defective ballets and envelopes were 
returned to the policyholder with a re¬ 
quest thsut he make the correction. But 
when only two or three days remained, 
he declared, the corrections were made 
by the office staff. He said that acting 
upon instructions from Scrugham he 
told the clerks to make as close a copy 
of the policyholder’s handwriting as 
possible. Lat6r, when tho time was 
growing short, he was tokl to lnetruot 
the girl* not to take any great care 
in this respect. He said the reason 
the altered and correct ballots w*ere 
kept separate w*as so that if correct 
envelopes and baJlots came in from pol¬ 
icyholders they could be substituted for 
the altered ones. Carrington said that 
when he w’as sent to the polls a« a 
Policyholders* Committee watcher he 
had Instructions from Scrugham to 
challenge all administration ballots aud 
to let all committee ballots pass. 

At the conclusion of Carrington’s di¬ 
rect testimony the hearing was ad¬ 
journed until next

Tho time was 1:40 4-5, over a mile course 
deep with mud. Jockey Garner rode the 
•winner, and handled his mount with rare 
good Juc/gment. 

ni spite of the fact that Glorlfier had 
won the Carter Handicap at Aqueduct 
and ran second In the Excelsior at Jamai¬ 
ca |two weeks later, he was almost a de¬ 
spised outsider in the betting, opening at 
8 to 1 and closing at 20 to L Okenlto held 
steadily around *10 to 1, while Roscben’s 
price was forced down by sheer weight 
of wagers from 11 to 5 to 8 to 6 at post 
time. Ev ery horse In the race was played, 
however, and great whs' the disappoint¬ 
ment when the numbers were hung up._ 
A more disagreeable day for the un¬ 
locking of Belmont Park's big gates could 
not be imagined. Rain fell from c-arly 
morning until almost noon, and dun gr*y 
clouds, driven by a biting last wind, 
made the big clubbot**© almost as unin¬ 
viting as the grand stand. In spite of 
these oondUlona prubttbly 25.ow persons 
saw the fifteen thoroughbn'd* splash 
through a mile of mud for the $10,000 
Metropolitan prize. 

Th© big race Itself wax not an exciting 
one. Starting on the opposite side of tire 
brood green infield, with a drifting haxe 
making a clear view almost impossible, 
the field of fifteen was & m©r<* herd of 
•iruggling, splashing horses until the first 
turn was rounded. Here the crowd caught 
up the various colors as U stndncJ to 
locate It© respective choices. It saw Sitw¬ 
ell, Bat Maeterson, Nealon, Superman, 
Roseben and J. C. Core running In the 
front positions, with Glorlfier, Okenlte 
and DlsbabiBe leading the others and im¬ 
proving their potfitiofts with every stride. 

As the field rouuded Into the long 
stretch SeweU ran to the outside of the 
track and lost all chances of winning. 
Rosc-ben crept up into second place and 
there was the old familiar shout, "Rose- 
ben wins!”

TO MEET SITUATION 


REDRAFT OF MEASURE TO SE¬ 
CURE SMOKE ABATEMENT. 


NEW BILL WILL SEEK TO AVOID 
PARTIALITY. 


ONE MORE HEARING THURSDAY 


Practically a new ordinance will be 
drawn providing for the abatement of 
the smoke nuisance In Louisville. Th»# 
present draft of the bill was Introduced 
In the Board of Aldermen some time ago 
and Is now In the hands of the Revision 
Committee, consisting of Aldermen Sam¬ 
uel Ledcrman and George J. Butler. It Is 
the belief that It docs not meet the re¬ 
quirements of the situation. This was so 
decided! by the committee at a meeting 
yesterday afternoon, after healing thu 
matter discussed by Prof H G. Brownell, 
chairman of the Smoke Abatement Com¬ 
mittee of the Commercial Club. The com¬ 
mittee adjourned to meet again next 
Thursday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

( Before adjourning Prof. Brownell was 
Asked to get up a descriptive list of nil 
the apparatus and appliances bearing on 
imoke abatement and submit the same 
gt the next meeting. It Is the object of 
the committee to have an ordinance 
arawn In which no partiality shall b-* 
fhown manufacturers if smoke-abating 
Appliance*. It was understood from what 
Prof. Brownell said that he was partial 
to the automatic stoker system of feed¬ 
ing fuel and abating the smoke nuisance. 
He told the committee that what few 
smoke-abatement appliances he was ac-

actory.

A suit to determine whether the ad¬ 
ministrator of George Ann Shy. the no¬ 
torious Police Court character, could re¬ 
cover for the pain and suffering she en¬ 
dured from the time she was struck by 
the street car which killed her until the 
end came, resulted In a verdict for the 
defendants yesterday In Judge Field’s 
court. The action had been brought for 
$5,000 Jointly against the Louisville Rall- 
way Company and the Louisville Pack¬ 
ing Company. 

Last November George Ann Shy was 
crossing Market street, near Floyd, when 
she stopped to wait for a car to pass. 
According to the proof, a wagon of the 
Louisville Packing Company ran against 
her and threw her upon the track. Be¬ 
fore the motorman cou’.d stop, her body 
was under the car. and It was half an 
hour before It wus extricated. 

Because the law allows recovery for 
the death of a person In proportion to the 
decedent’s power to earn money, suit had 
not been brought for the death of George 
Ann Shy, as It would have given the de¬ 
fense opportunity to prove that she had 
no power to earn money. Their best 
technical ground for the claim wag for 
puln and suffering endured by her be¬ 
fore death, though It was proven that 
she was unconscious from almost the 
first moment the car struck her. Mr. Sea 
represented Amelia Slaughter, a cousin 
of the womgn. Frank P. Straus repre¬ 
sented the Louisville Railway Company 
and Kugene Atkleson the Packing Com¬

Passenger Fought With Conductor. 

Indulging In fisticuffs with a street¬ 
car conductor Is sometimes a cause for 
collecting damages against the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company and sometimes It 
Isn’t. George Thompson, Jr., of Baxter 
and Sherwood avenues, who hud sued for 
$15,000 because of Injuries he received at 
the hands of James C. Johnson, a con¬ 
ductor on the Fast Broadway line, yes¬ 
terday found that in his case It was not. 
when a Jury returned Its verdict to Judge 
Gordon's court. Special Judge Walter 8. 
Lincoln presiding. 

The trouble occurred last October, on 
Johnson’s car. at Baxter and Highland 
avenues. The day before Johnson and 
Mrs. Thompson had hod some words 
about a transfer slip It Is alleged that 
she handed It to ntm all doubled to¬ 
gether when he called for her fare. It l« 
alleged that Johnson protested because of 
the inconvenience Vo which It put him to 
straighten It out. Mrs. Thompson ob¬ 
jected to Johnson's language, and some 
words pasatd. She testified that when 
she left the car Johnson had said to her: 

•‘Well, madam, I hope you'll sleep well 
over this.” 

This was denied by Johnson. Thomp¬ 
son stated that he sought out the con¬ 
ductor, with no Intention of assaulting 
him. Johnson says he immediately at¬ 
tacked him. At all events, they "got to¬ 
gether" In a Jiffy, and as there was no 
one else on the car at the time they w«»nt 
pretty much to a finish without inter¬ 
ference. When the attention of the 
motorman w'as finally attracted and he 
hasti*u*d back to stop the trouble, both 
men were stuck hard and fast down bo. 
tween two seats, with the conductor on 
top. He had hit Thompson four times 
over the head with his transfer punch, 
cutting the scalp, while he himself es¬ 
caped any considerable injury.

Louisville Body Sends Communica¬ 
tions To Mayors and Editors of 
Kentucky Towns—Aid Offered.

Through Rush C. Watkins, chairman of 
the 8tate Organization Committee, the 
Commercial Club Is sending out to td- 
Itors and Mayors throughout Kentucky 
a pamphlet giving suggestions In the Way 
of by-luws to govern commercial organ! 
zations. The little booklet, which con¬ 
tains a complete set of rules for the or¬ 
ganization and government of such bodies. 
Is being sent to 200 newspaper editors and 
to Mayors of all towns und cities with a 
population of 700 or more. The letter ac¬ 
companying the book explains the pur¬ 
pose of the booklet and expresses the 
opinion that, while Kentucky towns have 
enterprising newspapers, they lack in 
many Instances aggressive commercial 
organizations. The lotler urges the will¬ 
ingness of the Commercial Club to send 
a representative to towns where theie 
are no such organizations or where they 
have been permitted to die, to assist in 
the organization of clubs. 


F!re of unknown origin destroyed a 
grain elevntor and the power plant, at a 
loss estimated at $100,000, at the mills of 
Callahan & Sons. Thirteenth and Lex¬ 
ington streets, early yesterday morning. 
The blaze was discovered at 4:53 o'clock, 
and by 5 o’clock most of the engine and 
ladder companies in the department were 
on the scene fighting the fire. Although 
most of the fighters left before that time, 
the fire was not "rung out" until 9 
o'clock. 

White the exact amount of damage 
done will not be known for some little 
time, R. L. Callahan, secretary and 
treasurer of the company, yesterday sa'.d 
that the loss would be In the neighbor¬ 
hood of $100,000. and that most of It Is 
covered by insurance. Two years ago fire 
at the same plant destroyed the large 
warehouse, at a much greater loss. Yes¬ 
terday morning the new warehouse and 
other buildings and grain bins were saved 
only by the persistent figMing of the 
firemen, under the direction of Chief 
Tyson. 

Edward Hall, a fiugmiin stationed by 
the Illinois Central railroad at Fourteenth 
and Lexington streets, discovered the fire 
at the Callahan plant, and Immediately 
turned In an alarm. Engine companies 
Nos. 8 and 17 and hook and ladder com¬ 
pany No. 1 responded. Assistant Chief 
Dillon on arriving at the scene CAused 
a third alarm to be sent In, ami this 
grought a large force of fire fighters. 
The men fought the flames with great de¬ 
termination. and but for their efforts the 
entire plant would have been destroyed. 

The elevator, w'hlch was destroyed, wit* 
built of corrugated Iron and steel, and 
but little w'ond was used In Its construc¬ 
tion. The building was supposed to be 
fireproof and the origin of the blaze 1 h 
a complete mystery. The flames were 
first se*n to Issue from the second-story 
windows, so that It Is believed thut the 
fire started near the second gallery. 

In less than half an hour alter the fire 
w'as discovered the building had burned 
to such an extent that It collapsed, fall¬ 
ing to the east. Shortly before the build¬ 
ing fell Martin Joyce, ladderman of hook 
and ladder company No. 2, was Injured 
by a piece of falling Iron cutting hls right 
w'rlst and hand. He was compelled to 
leave hls work and later he was taken 
to hls home, fie will be out In a few 
days, It Is expected. 

While the elevator was burning the at¬ 
tention of the firemen was directed to 
the surrounding buildings, and so suc¬ 
cessful were their efforts that all the 
other buildings and the grain bins es¬ 
caped Injury'- The electric plant, which 
adjoins the elevator, was completely de¬ 
stroyed. and many thousand dollars' 
worth of machinery was ruined. The ele¬ 
vator contained both hny and grain, 
and many tons of hay and thousands of 
bushels of grain were destroyed. 

The Callahan & Sons Company was 
founded by James Callahan, who Is pres¬ 
ident of the company. Hls two sons, R. 
L. Callahan and J. E. Callahan, are the 
other members of the firm, and hold the 
offices of secretary and vice president of 
the company. Mr. Callahan, senior. Is re¬ 
tired, and hls sons have the nctlve man¬ 
agement of the business. While yester¬ 
day’s fire will hinder the business of the 
company, It is thought that the hindrance 
will not be of a serious nature. A new 
elevator will be built at once.

SUBJECT OF UNIQUE CONTEN¬ 
TION NOW IN COURTS. 


Interesting Legal Questions Raised 
In Injunction Proceedings Be¬ 
fore Judge Miller. 


The question of ownership of the Ohio 
river bed lying between any Island and 
the Kentucky shore Is to be decided by 
Judge Shackelford Mljler, and has been 
raised In an injunction proceeding brought 
by tne Island Land Company against \V. 
F. Nugent A- Bros. It Is the first time 
that a question bearing on riparian rights 
of this particular variety ha* ever been 
brought up in Kentucky, and Its final ad¬ 
judication will establish an Important 
principle. 

The portion of the river bed under dis¬ 
pute lies between Twelve-mile Island, 
owned by the Island Land Company, and 
the land on the Kentucky shore belonging 
to G. A. Reunens. W. F. Nugent & Bros, 
had been leasing the right from Mr. Reu- 
sens to dredge sand and gravel fmm the 
river bed off tho shore from hls land. In 
doing (hls work the defendants’ dredge 
got over nearer the Island than It was to 
the mainland. The dredging caused the 
shore line of the Island to crumble nnd 
pave In at certain points, and Instead of 
the river building up the ground along 
there It Is said It began to wash away 
The Island I^nd Company then applied 
for an Injunction against the defendants 
and asked an accounting for sand and 
gravel worth $1,900. said to have been re¬ 
moved. 

Under the old Northwestern Territory 
grant the Kentucky State line runs to 
low-water mark on the Indiana side. The 
owners of the Island, therefore, contend 
that on the Indiana side of the Island 
they have control of the river bed to low- 
water mark on the Indiana shore, and on 
the Kentucky side to the middle of the 
river. Tho defendants dispute this propo¬ 
sition. making one of two separate con¬ 
tentions. One Is that the property owner 
on the main shore has control of tho river 
bed to low-water mark on the Island, and 
that the owner of tho Island merely 
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ANITA”
